AN ILLOGICAL AND 
IMPOSSIBLE PROPOSITION. 


It is woposecl that the Trustees of 


the Carnegie Free Library sell the 
southern portion of tho 
land 
upon 


•which the library building Is oi-eeled 
to the Federal Government for $20,000, 
the amount appropriated by the latter 
for the purchase at a postofflco site, 
and devote tho Interest ot this fund 
to the maintenance of tho library. The 
News gives the proposition hearty on- 
dorsemt nt and declares that It Is "a 
logical iiuggeHtlon." 


Wo aie obliged to -Jisagroe with our 


esteemed, contemporary. 
The propo- 


sition snems to ua to be Illogical in Its 
terms aad impossible In Its execution. 
Tho Library Trustee* have no legal 
power ,to sell the property. 
It is cer- 


tain thsit they cannot sell tho library 
building, and they ha\e no more power 
to sell any other part, of the library 
property. It Is true that a portion o£ 
the lamt was Riven to the library by 
the representatives of the public, but 
it was iledicated to library and educa- 
tional iiaes, and it may not b« used for 
any otbar purposes, much lens sold or 
otherwise disposed ot. Tho balance of 
the land was purchased and the library 
bulletin? erected with money furnished 
by Andrew Carnegie uiuU'r like spe- 
cific limitations. In fact the land pro- 
posed lo be sold to the Government 
•was partially or wholly purchased with 
Carnegie's money. 


The crust thus created is positive 


and binding. It tho Trustees were ells- 
posed to violate U their act ivould be 
null and void. 
The Federal Govern- 


ment T'ould not accept such, a title. 
Its law officers would reject 1't without 
hesitation. 
It seems to us that there 


has been some thoughtless talking 
as The News gratuitously suggests, 
"but thai it has not emanated from any 
Library Trustee. 


The Mtgg-eytion that tlie Income from 


the $20,000 received from the sale of 
the land could be applied to the main- 
tenance of the library is an artful one. 
It is an appeal to the cupidity of the 
people as against their moral obliga- 
tions. We accepted Carnegie's liberal 
gifts with tho obligation that we would 
provide the maintenance of the library. 
Wo hai e not done so as we should and 
as we promised, and it i» now proposed 
that Wd do oven less than wo arc do- 
Ing. 
Tho moral conceptions of those 


who build monuments to morality are 
often inexplicable end sometimes act- 
ually astounding. 


One of tho arguments in favor of 


the location of the postofflce build- 
ing on the library grounds Is that 
"it would be a grouping of the public 
bulldin ;s and would 
therefore 
add 


materially to the 
architectural ap- 


^ jjearanoe of the town. It would also 


add materially to the value ot the 
3Iason:c building; but this fact Is not 
of course, of public Interest, and is 
not ra< utionecl. Just -where the City 
Hall * oulcl be placed in this group 
18 not Indicated. It will probably be 
permlti ed to sit silently and alone on 
the banks of the Tough, and look lov- 
ingly snd longingly across the raging 
•waters that mark the dividing line 
between Connellsville and New Hav- 
en, hoping for tho happy day when 
the municipalities will be wedded and 
It will become a real center with the 
Architectural Group on the Side. 


The syndicate which is erecting the 


Masonic building is a combination of 
local capital, whose enterprise we 
•wish lo say right hero is turtherest 
JErom our purpose to discourage. 
It 


has 
already 
succeeded 
in 
some 


mysterious manner in leasing to the 
Government at a 'largely 
increased 


rental one of its storerooms for post- 
office auartors until, it hopes, such 
time as the proposed Federal bulld- 
InS is erected. We say "mysterious" 
adviseilly, because it fa impossible to 
understand how any postoftlce Inspec- 
tor could sanely and soberly recom- 
mend a location about as far remov- 
ed- from tho business section of the 
town us it is possible to bo without 
being In tho country, and where tho 
cost oS delivering the malls to and 
from (he railway stations will be so 
materially Increased. At present one 
man and a wheelbarrow QO tho work. 
In the new location it 
will 
retiulro 


two men and a horse and wagon. 


It is natural for men In business to 


do the best they can for themselves, 
end T* o do not blamo the 
jVrusoulc 


building syndicate for trying to got 
nil th< y can out of their commenda- 
ble building enterprise, but this docs 
not prevent us from discussing the 
lostofllco matter, which concerns all 
the people, plainly, candidly and we 
trust lalrly. The prime object of tho 
Masonic bulldiug syndlcatc\in secur- 
ing th'i postofUce ler:se is to draw bus- 
iness out South Pittsburg street and 
make the Masonic building a desira- 
ble businpss location and consequent- 
ly a •valuable business property. The 
removil'of the postofllco to the build- 
Ing will be the flrst step townid this 
purely personal enterprise. The per- 
manent location of the postofflce with- 
in a stone's throw of Uio .Masonic 
tuitding will simply be clinching tue 
Good Tiiair for All Time. 


Wo h.ive purposely refrained from 


taking any part in the postofllce con- 
troversy bocatise the convenience of 


, the pieseut location is such that our 


jcotlvos- might be misconstrued, but 


1 aince the question has been opened 


•up IB tbis public manner, and we are 


called upon In our quasi-public rela- 
tion to express an oplrjion In the mat- 
ter, wo do not hesitate to say with 
all the emphasis ot conviction that 
lue location of the postofllcc Ju the 
Masonic building is the conservation 
of private interests at the expense 
of public convenience. 


A postofflce should be centrally lo 


cated, that Is to say it shoiild be lo 
oated as nearly to the business cen- 
ter of the town or city as possible. 
The Masonic building ib not the busi- 
ness center of ConneilsvUle but the 
southern edge of the same; ami. if 
it were possible to locate the perma- 
nent postofttce building on the li- 
brary grounds, we would 
feel con- 


strained to make the same objection 
to that site.
